Economists have been saying for years that automobile 
manufacture and the building industry provide the broadest 
underpinning for the American economy. There is new evi­ 
dence that the effect of building may be greater than any­ 
one has realized. 
. _ ... 
A two year study by the magazine Practical Builder in­ 
dicates that the impact of building in the light construction 
field—homes, low-rise apartments, schools, churches— is 
particularly strong in the nation’s local communities. 
This is not quite the commonplace statement it might 
appear. 
Understandable enough is the fact that a large part of the 
construction dollar goes for on-the-job labor, for materials 
purchased and in many cases produced locally. 
Not as apparent is the secondary* effect of substantial 
purchases by new home occupants for furniture, furnishings, 
appliances, outdoor supplies, maintenance, and automotive 
items. 
Inquiry in Columbus, Ohio, chosen for its closeness statis­ 
tically and otherwise to the average United States commun­ 
ity, disclosed that the typical new homeowner spends more 
than $1,100 for basic items in the first year of occupancy. 
The study presumes that something roughly comparable 
ig taking place in every American city and town as new 
homes go up. 
New houses, of course, cost a community money m terms 
of services not directly chargeable or collectable, such as 
police and fire protection. But they are also an enduring 
asset y ’elding income. 
The improved property goes on the tax rolls, and its owner 
pays various other kinds of local taxes and fees into city cof­ 
fers. On balance, according to the magazine survey, the city 
is the gainer by perhaps $70 a year for every new house. 
It was found in a number of instances that the addition 
of new housing to the tax rolls was a major factor in keep­ 
ing taxes down on older housing, as various city costs 
climbed. 
Building obviously is an important economic factor in 
every community. In some it is the biggest; in many, the 
only industry of any size. 
To encourage it, therefore, would seem almost an auto­ 
matic objective in U.S. cities coast to coast. \ et Practical 
Builder discovered anew that construction is hobbled in most 
places by outmoded or contradictory building codes, restric­ 
tive labor practices, bad zoning, unimaginative use of ma­ 
terials and techniques. 
The industry itself is being urged, properly, to attack 
these barriers with vigor. But the economic stake is so plain 
that city officials, planners, civic leaders and others at the 
local level should not have to be prodded to push the road­ 
blocks aside.

Nearly one-fourth of all fires are caused by matches and 
smoking and another 20.4 per cent are the result of misuse 
of electrical equipment. 
“If we could stamp out careless use of matches, careless 
smoking and faulty electrical equipment as causes of fire, 
we could reduce the number of fires in this country by aU 
most one-half,” said Lewis A. Vincent, general manager of 
the National Board. 
Three-fourths of all fires are the result of carelessness 
and forgetfulness, according to the National Board. Care can 
prevent them.

Washington — The Kennedy Ad­ 
ministration now is seeking to pres- 
suree the Senate into approving tax 
legislation much more detrimental 
to business and industry that even 
the measure passed by the House. 
Hearings on tax legislation have 
started before the Finance Commit­ 
tee, headed by Sen. Byrd (D-Va.) 
and were expected to continue for 
about five weeks. 
Whatever bill is approved by the 
Finance Committee will be report­ 
ed to the Senate for its considera­ 
tion. 
Normally, the Senate has been 
much more inclined to go along 
with Kennedy legislative proposals 
than has the House. However, the 
tax situation is potentially explo­ 
sive — and anything can happen. 
What happens depends primarily 
on the amount of opposition to. or 
support of, the Kennedy program, 
as expressed from the grass roots. 
Needless to say, the Kennedy 
forces are continuing in the Senate 
the all - out campaign they wag­ 
ed successfully in the House. The 
vast resources of the Administra­ 
tion are being employed to the full­ 
est possible extent. 
The Administration’s views were 
presented to the Senate Finance 
Committee by Secretary 
of 
the 
Treasury Dillon. He urged the Sen­ 
ate to change the House bill so 
as: 
1. To repeal the 4 per cent 
dividend 
credit 
and 
$50 divi­ 
dend exclusion — which would dis­ 
courage investment in the future of 
America. Repeal was voted by the 
Senate in 1959 and 1980 but was 
rejected by House - Senate con­ 
ferees. 
2. To make even more restrictive 
the provisions approved by the 
House rigidly regulating entertain­ 
ment and travel expenses in con­ 
nection with the operation of busi­ 
ness. This 
would substitute the 
judgment, of government bureau­ 
crats for that of experienced busi­ 
ness executives. 
3. To eliminate provisions 
in 
’v” 
emitting the de­ 
duction off certain expenses incur- 
. _eKing to influence action 
on legislation at the national, state 


and local levels. Elimination u a s 
regarded as a serious infringe, 
ment upon the right of freedom 
of speech. 
4. To eliminate, 
as 
Secretary 
Dillon expressed it, the “tax de­ 
ferral privilege now enjoyed by 
controlled foreign corporations in 
industrialized countries.” 
5. To restore the investment cred­ 
it for r.°w machinery* and equip­ 
ment to an 8 per cent level — in­ 
stead of the 7 per cent voted by the 
House—and not extend it to reg­ 
ulated 
public utilities, including 
gas pipelines. 
Repeal of the 4 per cent divi­ 
dend credit has been advocated by 
the Liberals in Congress since it 
was enacted as part of the 1954 
Tax Code revision. 
It was intended to stimulate in­ 
vestment in business growth and 
to provide some relief from double 
taxation of corporation profits and 
the portion of profits distributed as 
dividends: 
Thus, the dividend «redit — al­ 
though far from adequate — does 
reflect congressional recognition of 
the problem of double taxation. 
Repeal would have an adverse 
effect on investor morale — and 
would eliminate a substantial sour­ 
ce of venture capital. 
The Treasury Department pro­ 
posed a 10 per cent dividend tax 
credit in 1954. This was accepted by 
the House but rejected by the Sen­ 
ate. A 4 per cent compromise then 
was reached. 
As for deduction of business ex­ 
penses, Secretary Dillon urged that 
"the cost of business entertainment 
including club dues, and the main­ 
tenance of entertainment facilities 
tsuch as yachts and hunting lod­ 
ges) be disallowed m full as a tax 
deduction.” 
The 
Secretary 
criticized 
the 
House bill for failure to "provide 
for any allocation of travelling ex­ 
penses when a trip is devoted part­ 
ly to business and partly to vaca­ 
tion." He said that "deduction of 
the total expenses of such travel 
is a serious abuse problem to­ 
day and a reasonable allocation 
provision is needed." 
Narrow Margin in House 
A shift of 12 votes would have 
defeated the Administration’s tax 
bill in the House — but the deter­ 
mined campaign of the Kennedy 
forces succeeded by a 219 - to - 
196 vote on final passage. 
The Republicans lined up solid­ 
ly — w’ith one exception — against 
the measure. Thirty - four Demo­ 
crats voted against the Adminis­ 
tration. 
If there was a "coalition" on this 
bill, it could not be called a South­ 
ern Democratic - Conservative Re­ 
publican one, as a majority of the 
Democrats opposing the measure 
on the final vote were Northern or 
Western members normally class­ 
ed as Liberal.

WASHINGTON — Today Lyn­ 
don Johnson celebrates his 25th 
year of government service. It 
was on April 10. 1937, that a tall, 
gangling country* boy from Texas 
got off the train at the Union 
Station to become a member of 
Congress. It was a fateful day 
both for Washington and for Lyn­ 
don. 
Indeed, some have sworn that 
the dome of the capitol has some­ 
times resembled his Texas som­ 
brero. 
This 
impression 
gained 
force during the eight years he 
rode herd on the Senate and kept 
the political strays in the corral 
better than any Senate leader in 
history. 
He was such a persuasive and 
powerful leader, in fact, that the 
political 
wiseacres 
predicted he 
would never be at peace sittuig 
behind John F. Kennedy. Johnson 
had worn the pants in the Demo­ 
cratic family too long, they said, 
to work under one of his fresh­ 
men. 
They warned that he would try 
to run the Kennedy administra­ 
tion from 
the back seat, 
that 
there would be a 
struggle be 
tween head and tail to rule the 
dog. 
But the dire predictions haven’t 
come true. F ar from competing 
for power, Johnson has channeled 
>1 • restless energy and enormous 
influence in the Kennedy cause. 
m ere was a period, after their 
bruising battle for the Democratic 
presidential nom ination that the 
two men regarded one another 
with cold suspicion. Brother Bob­ 
by was especially chilly. But the 
chill thawed under the Florida sun 
during their pre-inaugural. Palm 
Beach conferences. 
The hostility changed to mutual 
respect, then frank admiration. 
“ If you have 
any legislative 
problems," the President told his 
iirst Cabinet meeting, “ask 
the 
vice president. He knows better 
than anyone else how to handle 
Congress." 
Today a genuine warmth exists 
between the two men. They fre­ 
quently confer, lunch, and sw*im 
together. Johnson is the only per­ 
son, other that Attorney General 
Robert Kennedy, who is allowed 
to walk in on the President with­ 
out an annointment 


The tireless and talkative John­ 
son has become the most active 
vice 
president 
in 
history. 
He 
w*ork> oul of half a dozen offices 
between 
the 
White 
House 
and 
Capitol Hill. In fact, he has a 
mania for many offices. But his 
favorite is an imperial, aquama­ 
rine suite 
off the Senate floor 
trom 
which 
plush 
sanctum 
he 
oversees 
the 
Space 
Program, 
Peace Corps, and Fair Employ­ 
ment Drive. He has made impres­ 
sive accomplishments in all three. 
He has quietly persuaded 52 of 
the nation’s largest corporations 
to pledge an end to job discrim­ 
ination. For a politician from seg­ 
regated Texas, this is revolution­ 
ary. 
As a diplomatic trouble-shooter, 
he 
has 
also 
taken 
five 
trips 
abroad 
for 
the 
President. 
His 
folksy, corn-pone approach, greet­ 
ing people in far-off lands as tf 
he were running for re-election in 
Texas, has won friends. 
But 
probably 
Johnson’s 
most 
administration has been on Capi­ 
tol Hill where his persuasive arm, 
wrapped 
around 
a 
recalcitrant 
senator, 
has 
changed 
many 
a 
vote. 
In ail these functions, the vice 
president has kept out of the spot­ 
light, deferring to the President 
to take the bows. 
What is LBJ? 
But what of Lyndon Johnson the 
man? He isn’t the sort of politi­ 
cian who can be described in a 
word. He is a study in contra­ 
dictions, a curiously complex per­ 
son; a homespun Texas politician 
yet a sophisticated world leader. 
He can be harsh, brusque and 
demanding; yet he is warm, gen­ 
erous and kind. He has a massive 
ego which is easily bruised. Yet 
he is a political pragmatist who 
accepted his defeat in the presi­ 
dential 
sweepstakes 
philosophic­ 
ally. 
"1 
tried 
out tor pitcher," he 
told friends with a shrug. "When 
I lost out, I stayed on the team 
as shortstop." 
He moved coolly and efficiently 
into tiie second spot. No one who 
know’s him doubts that he is aim­ 
ing for the top- But it is typical 
of his political acumen that he is 
preparing for the day by becom­ 
ing the best possible vice presi­ 
dent. 
“I mm try mg to be the kind 
of vice president I would want," 
he says simply. 


Obsessed with work, Johnson i* 
a I’exas tornado that has some­ 
how been bottled inside the man. 
Even a heart attack has slowed 
him down only slightly. 
The telephone has become al­ 
most part of his facial features. 
He starts early in the morning

sleep. A phone in his limousine 
on the way to work.

known to keep a four-button phone 
going on all lines at once. He 
even plugs in the phone beside 
his heated swimming pool.

stenographers. 
Somtimes he uses two at a time, 
dictating alternatively. 
Inside LBJ 
But underneath the drive, un 
derneath the vanity, Lyndon John­ 
son is a warm, outgoing human 
being who can be tender and af­ 
fectionate toward his friends. 
Also sentimental, he is easily 
touched by a word of praise. Aft­ 
er a depressing day recently, he 
was cheered by a quotation he 
was shown from a Pakistani taxi 
driver who had told an American 
newswoman: 
"We taxi drivers get to know 
people very well.

a good look at the lesson of saving 
Bolivia from communism. 
Boliv ia represents a < onden-a- 
tion of the general La Un-American 
problems, which are. 
1. A defective social structure 
handed down by the Spanish con­ 
quistadors, of a small minority of 
very wealthy, Paris-Educated rul­ 
ers, whilh an impoverished, land­ 
less Indian pt a.-ant class hungry 
at the bottom. 
2, A one-product economy .. 
coffee in Brazil, tin in Bolivia, 
cocoa in Eduador. copper in Chile, 
oil in Venezuela — which fluctu­ 
ates with the world market, 
3 A difficult geography of very 
high mountains, deep hot valleys, 
with large areas of desert and a 
aranty population unable to cope 
with these geographic barriers. 
Bolivia with the highe-t moun­ 
tains. had U» smallest but wealth­ 
iest anstociiffy at the top and the 
most impoverished minority at the 
bottom. In addition, it has been 
almost wholly dependent on the 
price of Un. Result: Bolivia has 
had more puppet 
presidents 
as­ 
sassinated, 
more 
violent 
turn­ 
overs of government, than perhaps 
any othe Latin Country — up until 
10 years ago. 
IKE HELPS REVOLUTION 
When I w as m La Pa/ in 19'H 
tie presidential palace was still 
pock-marked with the bullet holes 
from previous revolutions. It was 
rare indeed for any president to 
finish out his term. 


On April 9. 1952, however, an 
Up* isiltg of Indians and Liberay 
intellectuals threw out the army 
which hitherto had supported the 
Tin Barons, and accomplished a 
revolution not unlike that achiev­ 
ed by Mexico between 1910 and 
1927. 
This couincided with the year 
Dwight L). Eisenhower wa- running 
for president and he. together with 
his brother Milton, was largely re­ 
sponsible for steering the Boliv ian 
revolution toward »lability. 
Eisenhower has been called a 
communist by the founder of the 
Jolm Birch society, and his broth 
er Milton has been called worse. 
However, after brother Milton tour­ 
ed South America in 1953 — the 
first year of Ike's term —■ he came 
back to report that the United 
States had the choice of backing 
the reforms of the revolution or 
facing i tiaos and eventual com* 
mumsm. 
Milton argued that social reforms 
had been too long delayed in South 
America: so it was better for the 
United States to back them rather 
than buck them. 
His brother, the President, ac­ 
cepted this, and then began the 
American assistance program ©f 
about $14.000,000 a year. This has

as 
throwing money down the drain. 
Bolivia has not always voted with 
the United States in the Pan Amer­ 
ican union and there have been 
one or two flare-ups against the 
USA in the Streets of La Paz. 
LONG-RANGE PLANS 
The important fact, however, is 
that Bolivia has embarked on a 
long-range plan which every Latin- 
American country will ha\e to fol­ 
low if Ihe South American contin­ 
ent is to remain

the progress Bolivia Is making j 
Finally, for the first time in half 
a century, the Bolivian presidency , 
changed hands three times in or­ 
derly fashion. Men were not only 
elected president, but acutallv fin­ 
ished 
their 
term 
as President. 
They were not carried off in a 
hearse. 
In contrast, the presidency of 
Bolivia changed hands five times 
between 1946 a.id 1952 — before 
the revolution. 
This is the record of a peaceful 
revolution — a record which should 
be noted by our vocal right wing, 
and a record which will have to be 
followed in other Latin-American 
countries if the March of com­ 
munism is to be stayed.

President Kennedy’s Trade Ex­ 
pansion Act is another m ajor pro­ 
posal facing the Congress this ses­ 
sion. 
In past colum ns to this newspap­ 
er. I have attem pted to give de­ 
tails of other top - ranked propos­ 
als, the new Agriculture Act and 
United Nations Bonds. The form er 
is still under study and the UN 
Bond proposal is being debated at 
this writing on the Senate Floor. 
It appears that President Ken­ 
nedy will get the authority he re­ 
quested for financing the United 
States’ share of the peace - keep­ 
ing operations of the UN by a large 
bi - partisan m ajority. Adequate 
financing of this phase of the UN 
operations will be a heavy blow to 
Communist 
nations 
which 
have 
sought to cripple the UN's peace­ 
keeping operations. 
Mi ssouri has a huge stake in the 
President’s proposed T rade Expan­ 
sion Act. aim of which is to ex­ 
pand our exports and create new 
lobs in Am erican industry.

Missouri farm ers supplied pro­ 
ducts worth $ 151 million to the ex­ 
port m arket in the 1960 - 61 fiscal 
year. This is about one acre out of 
every six producing for export. 
— 
M issouri factories exported 
$199 million worth of m anufactur­ 
ed goods in 1960. 
In jobs, these ’figures mean 85.- 


101 M issouri workers of the total 
force of 264.203 in m anufacturing 
plants were producing for exi>ort. 
And 24.200 Missouri farm work­ 
ers, or 8.8 per cent of the 276.000 
total workers on farm s, w ere pro­ 
ducing for foreign trade. 
While the United Stales enjoys 
a substantial surplus in its m er­ 
chandise trade with the rest of the 
world, with such exports exceed­ 
ing imports by about So billion, 
the world trade picture is rapidly 
changing. 
The new European Common M ar­ 
ket, for exam ple, presents A m eri­ 
can business and labor 
with 
a 
great opportunity to increase ex- 
ports to help satisfy the growing 
European dem and for goods and 
services, according to Secretary of 
Com merce Luther Hodges. But, if 
we cannot work out m utually bene­ 
ficial trade agreem ents with the 
Common M arket, we could find 
ourselves being squeezed out of this 
booming m arket. 
The T rade Expansion Act would 
give President Kennedy authority 
to work out such agreem ents by 
bargaining m broad categories, ra ­ 
ther than item by item. 
Im portance of an effective and 
practical program is m ore easily 
understood when one considers the 
m eaning or 
new European Com­ 
mon M arket. When the Common 
M arket’s trade plans are fully de­ 
veloped, it will 
com parable to 
the United States; that is, there 
will be no trade barriers between 
m em bers of the Common M arket, 
just as there are no trade barriers 
between Missouri and any of the 
other 49 states. But the Common 
M arket, just like the United States, 
will have tariff barriers to non - 
m em bers. 
The 
Trade 
Expan­ 
sion Act would seek to elim inate 
or lower tariffs between the Com­ 
mon M arket and the United States. 
This proposal will get intensive 
study before it comes up for en­ 
actm ent. 
Consideration m ust 
be 
given the adverse as well as fav­ 
orable aspects of tariff cutting. We 
must weight many factors: T rade 
is a two - way street — we m ust 
buy 
from other nations so 
m ay in turn buy from us: 
some of our industry will be 
we m ust also recognize that 
of our industries depend on flour­ 
ishing foreign trade. President Ken­ 
nedy recognizes the adverse ef­ 
fects and offers a program to pro- 


vide adjustm ent assistance to work­ 
ers, firm s and industries which 
would be h u rt by increased im­ 
ports. This is a vital p art of the 
proposal. Properly handled, it could 
lead to an even sounder economic 
base for our 
industry than we 
have at the present tim e, when 
some businesses depend on the sub­ 
sidy of tariffs to compete. This 
m atter in all its phases will have 
my deepest attention during the 
weeks ahead.

Illinois Lien and Recovery 


The Illinois Legislature has pass­ 
ed and Governor Kerner has sign­ 
ed a lien and recovery bill which, 
it is believed, will add $20,000,000 
a year in state revenue by plug­ 
ging loopholes in the old age pen­ 
sion laws. 
Missouri has tried for years to 
adopt such a law. The latest at­ 
tempt was made this year, but 
such a hue and cry arosee through­ 
out the state and opposition in Je f­ 
ferson City 
appeared so 
insur­ 
mountable the 
sponsor 
withdrew 
his proposal. 
Over the years state legislators 
have built old age pensioners in 
Missouri into a favored class by 
pension law’s so lenient they have 
attracted almost 122.000 “clients.” 
Only three stats have more, yet 
Missouri’s population is far down 
the national list. 
Ilinois, for instance, w’ith three 
tim es 
Missouri’s population, has 
only about 80,000 old age pension­ 
ers. 
The Illinois law permits the state 
to file a claim to any property own­ 
ed by a pensioner at the time the 
payments start. Upon his death, the 
state may recover funds paid to 
him during his lifetime. Without 
the law, relatives and heir* sim­ 
ply recorded a pensioner’s proper­ 
ty under joint title 
and 
before 
death make a property transfer. 
Ilinois has been rcovering only 
about $1,000,000 a year from estat­ 
es of old - age recipients. Mis­ 
souri, it is estim ated, would save 
between $8,000,000 and $10,000,000 
a year. The law is on the statute 
book of 33 states. 
With such a law, Missouri’s pen­ 
sion rolls would be drastically re­ 
duced, and needy recipients get 
better allotments. Too many pen­ 
sioner on the rolls ought to be 


s u p p o r t e d b y relatives who would 
never accept ^heir r e p s o n s i b il ity if 
the threat of a property loss hung 
over their heads.

This is National Library Week and a good time to focus 
attention on the wide variety of library services offered in 
Missouri and to remind everyone of the contribution good 
reading makes to better, more enjoyable living. 
National Library Week is a citizens’ movement, designed 
to emphasize the vital role of the printed word in our nation­ 
al life. This week is a good time for all the media of com 
munication to join with libraries, schools and civic groups 
in a concerted‘effort to stimulate lifetime reading habits, 
and to encourage the use and support ot our libraries. 
It is rather .sad that so many people need to be reminded 
of Missouri’s library services; that more people do not 
choose to curl up with a good book instead of dedicating 
themelves to endless hours of tv mediocrity. But it is en­ 
couraging to note that the use of libraries, their branches 
and Bookmobiles, is on the increase. 
What is reading anyway? Well, it’s something more than 
words on a printed page. It is knowledge, gathered and dis­ 
tilled through the minds of great thinkers, story-tellers and 
even entertainers. It is magic — the magic of creative 
imagination, weaving people and events into the fabric of a 
novel or real-life drama.

Not as apparent is the secondary* effect of substantial 
purchases by new home occupants for furniture, furnishings, 
appliances, outdoor supplies, maintenance, and automotive 
items. 
Inquiry in Columbus, Ohio, chosen for its closeness statis­ 
tically and otherwise to the average United States commun­ 
ity, disclosed that the typical new' homeowner spends more 
than $1,100 for basic items in the first year of occupancy. 
The study presumes that something roughly comparable 
is taking place in every American city and town as new 
homes go up. 
New houses, of course, cost a community money in terms 
of services not directly chargeable or collectable, such as 
police and fire protection. But they are also an enduring 
asset yielding income, 
The improved property goes on the tax rolls, and its owner 
pays various other kinds of local taxes and fees into city cof­ 
fers. On balance, according to the magazine survey, the city 
is the gainer by perhaps $70 a year for every new' house. 
It was found in a number of instances that the addition 
of new housing to the tax rolls was a major factor in keep­ 
ing taxes down on older housing, as various city costs 
limbed. 
Building obviously is an imjiortant economic factor in 
•very community. In some it is the biggest; in many, the 
only industry of any size. 
To encourage it, therefore, would seem almost an auto­ 
matic objective in U.S. cities coast to coast. Vet Practical 
Builder discovered anew* that construction is hobbled in most 
places by outmoded or contradictory* building codes, restric­ 
tive labor practices, bad zoning, unimaginative use of ma 
terials and techniques. 
The industry itself is being urged, properly, to attack 
these barriers with vigor. But the economic stake is so plain 
that city officials, planners, civic leaders and others at the 
local level should not have to be prodded to push the road­ 
blocks aside.

Care with matches and smoking and in the use of elec­ 
trical equipment was urged by the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters today as Spring Clean-Up in this community 
began.

Nearly one-fourth of all fires are caused by matches and 
smoking and another 20.4 per cent are the result of misuse 
of electrical equipment. 
“If we could stamp out careless use of matches, careless 
smoking and faulty electrical equipment as causes of fire, 
we could reduce the number of fires in this country by aU 
most one-half.” said I^ewis A. Vincent, general manager of 
the National Board. 
Three-fourths of all fires are the result of carelessness 
and forgetfulness, according to the National Board. Care can 
prevent them.

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Washington — The Kennedy Ad­ 
ministration now is seeking to pres- 
suree the Senate into approving tax 
legislation much more detrimental 
to business and industry that even 
the m easure passed by the House. 
Hearings on tax legislation have 
started before the Finance Commit­ 
tee, headed by Sen. Byrd (D-Va.) 
and were expected to continue for 
about five weeks. 
Whatever bill is approved by the 
Finance Committee will be report­ 
ed to the Senate for its considera­ 
tion. 
Normally, the Senate has been 
much more inclined to go along 
with Kennedy legislative proposals 
than has the House. However, the 
tax situation is potentially explo­ 
sive — and anything can happen. 
What happens depends primarily 
on the amount of opposition to. or 
support of, the Kennedy program, 
as expressed from the grass roots. 
Needless to say, the Kennedy 
forces are continuing in the Senate 
the all - out campaign they wag­ 
ed successfully in the House. The 
vast resources of the Administra­ 
tion are being employed to the full­ 
est possible extent. 
The Administration's views were 
presented to the Senate Finance 
Committee by Secretary 
of 
the 
Treasury Dillon. He urged the Sen­ 
ate to change the House bill so 
as: 
1. To repeal the 4 per cent 
dividend 
credit 
and 
$50 divi­ 
dend exclusion — which would dis­ 
courage investment in the future of 
America. Repeal was voted by the 
Senate in 1959 and I960 but was 
rejected by House - Senate con­ 
ferees. 
2. To make even more restrictive 
the provisions approved by the 
House rigidly regulating entertain­ 
ment and travel expenses in con­ 
nection with the operation of busi­ 
ne^. This 
would substitute the 
judgment of government bureau­ 
crats for that of experienced bus! 
r.es* executives. 
3. To eliminate provisions 
in 
emitting the de­ 
duction off certain expenses incur- 
.v_ 
iwCKUig lo influence action 
on legislation at the national, state 


and local levels. Elimination was 
regarded as a serious infringe, 
ment upon the right of freedom 
of speech. 
4. To eliminate, 
as 
Secretary 
Dillon expressed it, the "tax de­ 
ferral privilege now enjoyed by 
controlled foreign corporations in 
industrialized countries.” 
5. To restore the investment cred­ 
it for new machinery and equip­ 
ment to an 8 per cent level —- in­ 
stead of the 7 per cent voted by the 
House-an d not extend it to reg­ 
ulated 
public utilities, including 
gas pipelines. 
Repeal of the 4 per cent divi­ 
dend credit has been advocated by 
the Liberals in Congress since it 
was enacted as part of the 1954 
Tax Code revision. 
It was intended to stimulate in­ 
vestment in business growth and 
to provide some relief from double 
taxation of corporation profits and 
the portion of profits distributed as 
dividends: 
Thus, the dividend credit — al­ 
though far from adequate — does 
reflect congressional recognition of 
the problem of double taxation. 
Repeal would have an adverse 
effect on investor morale — and 
would eliminate a substantial sour­ 
ce of venture capital. 
Hie Treasury Department pro­ 
posed a IO per cent dividend tax 
credit in 1954. This was accepted by 
the House but rejected by the Sen­ 
ate. A 4 per cent compromise then 
was reached. 
As for deduction of business ex­ 
penses, Secretary Dillon urged that 
"the cost of business entertainment 
including club dues, and the main­ 
tenance of entertainment facilities 
(such a* yachts and hunting lod­ 
ges) be disallowed in full as a tax 
deduction.” 
The 
Secretary 
criticized 
the 
House bdl for failure to ' provide 
for any allocation of travelling ex­ 
penses when a trip is devoted part­ 
ly to business and partly to vaca­ 
tion.” He said that "deduction of 
the total expenses of such travel 
is a serious abuse problem to­ 
day and a reasonable allocation 
provision is needed.” 
Narrow Margin Ie House 
A shift of 12 votes would have 
defeated the Administration's tax 
bill iii the House — but the deter­ 
mined campaign of the Kennedy 
forces succeeded by a 219 . to - 
196 vote on final passage. 
The Republicans lined up solid­ 
ly — with one exception — against 
the measure. Thirty - four Demo­ 
crats voted against the Adminis­ 
tration. 
If there v.2« a ‘ coalition" on this 
bill, it could not be called a South­ 
ern Democratic - Conservative Ro- 
publican one, ag a majority of th# 
Democrats opposing the measure 
on the final vote were Northern or 
Western members normally class­ 
ed ag Liberal.

WASHINGTON — Today Lyn­ 
don Johnson celebrates his 25th 
je a r of government service. It 
was on April IO, 1937. that a tall, 
gangling country* boy from Texas 
got off the train at the Union 
Station to become a member of 
Congress. It was a fateful day 
both for Washington and for Lyn­ 
don. 
Indeed, some have sworn that 
Hie dome of the capitol has some­ 
times resembled hi* Texas som­ 
brero. 
This 
impression 
gained 
force during the eight years he 
rode herd on the Senate and kept 
the political strays in the corral 
better than any Senate leader in 
history. 
He was such a persuasive and 
powerful leader, in fact, that the 
political 
wiseacres predicted he 
would never be at jieace sittmg 
behind John F. Kennedy. Johnson 
had worn the pants in the Demo­ 
cratic family too long, they said, 
to work under one of his fresh­ 
men. 
They warned that he would try 
to run the Kennedy administra­ 
tion from 
the 
back 
seat, 
that 
there would be 
a struggle be 
tween head and tail to rule the 
dog. 
But the dire predictions haven't 
come true. Far from competing 
for power, Johnson has channeled 
ii; restless energy and enormous 
influence in the Kennedy cause 
m ere was a period, after their 
bruising battle for the Democratic 
presidential nomination, that the 
two men regarded one another 
with cold suspicion. Brother Bob­ 
by was especially chilly. But the 
chill thawed under the Florida sun 
during their pre-inaugural. Palm 
Beach conferences. 
The hostility changed to mutual 
respect, then frank admiration. 
"If you 
have 
any 
legislative 
problems,” the President told his 
tirst Cabinet meeting, "ask 
the 
vice president. He knows better 
than anyone else how to handle 
Congress.” 
Today a genuine warmth exists 
between the two men. They fre­ 
quently confer, lunch, and swim 
together. Johnson ta the only per­ 
son, other that Attorney General 
Robert Kennedy, who is allow**! 
to walk in on the President with­ 
out an appointment. 


The tireless and talkative John­ 
son has become the most active 
vice 
president 
in 
history. 
He 
works out of half a dozen offices 
between 
the 
White 
House 
and 
Capitol Hill. In fact, he has a 
mania for many offices. But his 
favorite is an imperial, aquama­ 
rine suite off the Senate floor 
from 
which 
plush 
sanctum 
he 
oversees 
the 
Space 
Program. 
Peace Corps, and Fair Employ­ 
ment Drive. He has made impres­ 
sive accomplishments in ail three. 
He has quietly persuaded 52 of 
the nation’s largest corporations 
to pledge an end to job discrim­ 
ination. For a politician from seg­ 
regated Texas, this is revolution­ 
ary. 
As a diplomatic trouble-shooter, 
he 
has 
also 
taken 
five 
trips 
abroad 
for 
the 
President. 
His 
folksy, corn-pone approach, greet­ 
ing people in far-off lands as if 
he were running for re-election in 
Texas, has won friends. 
But 
probably 
Johnsons 
most 
administration has been on Capi­ 
tol Hill where his persuasive arm, 
wrapped 
around 
a 
recalcitrant 
senator, 
has 
changed 
many 
a 
vote. 
In ail these functions, the vice 
president has kept out of the spot­ 
light, deferring to the President 
to take the bows. 
What is LBJ? 
But what of Lyndon Johnson the 
man? He isn't the sort of politi­ 
cian who can be described in a 
word. He is a study in contra­ 
dictions, a curiously complex per­ 
son; a homespun Texas politician 
yet a sophisticated world leader. 
He can be harsh, brusque and 
demanding; yet he is warm, gen­ 
erous and kind. He has a massive 
ego which is easily bruised. Yet 
he is a political pragm atist who 
accepted his defeat in the presi­ 
dential 
sweepstakes 
philosophic­ 
ally. 
"I 
tried 
out for pitcher,” he 
told friends with a shrug. "When 
I lost out, I stayed on the team 
as shortstop." 
He moved coolly and efficiently 
into tile second spot. No one who 
knows him doubts that he is aim­ 
ing for tile top. But it is typical 
of his political acumen that he is 
preparing for the day by becom­ 
ing the best possible vice presi­ 
dent. 
"I am try mg to ba the kind 
of vice president I would want,” 
he says simply. 


Obsessed with work, Johnson it 
a *Texas tornado that has some­ 
how been bottled inside the man. 
Even a heart attack has slowed 
him down only slightly. 
The telephone has become al­ 
most part of his facial features. 
He starts early in the morning 
on

bedside 
phone, 
jangling 
aides and colleagues out of their 
sleep. A phone in bu limousine 
on th« way to work. 
In 
the 
office, 
he 
has 
been 
known to keep a four button phone 
going cm all Lines at once. He 
even plugs in the phone beside 
his heated swimming pool. 
He also dictates at a pace that 
wears 
out 
his 
stenographers. 
Somtimes he uses two at a time, 
dictating alternatively. 
Inside LBJ 
But underneath the drive, un 
derneath the vanity, Lyndon John­ 
son is a warm, outgoing human 
being who can be tender and af­ 
fectionate toward hit friends. 
Also sentimental, he is easily 
touched by a word of praise. Aft­ 
er a depressing day recently, he 
was cheered by a quotation he 
was shown from a Pakistani taxi 
driver who had told an American 
newswoman: 
"We taxi drivers get to know 
people very well. I, myself, have 
driven a king and some of your 
senators 
in 
my cab. 
But Mr. 
Johnson was the first big man 
who came here and looked down 
at a common man and made him 
happy.” 
Sighed the vice president: "No 
m atter how tough things are in 
this job, it is all worth while 
when a taxi driver in Karachi 
will say that.” 
Johnson was also warmed by 
a comment from a Negro voter 
who had been listening to him 
campaign for Congressman Hen­ 
ry Gonzalez last year from the 
real of a pickup truck. 
"I’ve lived here all of a long 
life,” the old Negro told Johnson. 
"Never in the wildest night did 
I dream that I’d live long enough 
to have a white Texas vice presi­ 
dent of the United States come to 
this corner, be introduced by a 
Negro, and get up and appeal to 
the people to vote for a man 
named Gonzalez.” 
Those who w’ere standing bo- 
side the vie* president, as he bent 
over to shake hands, notice^ that 
his eyes were moist, 
(Copyright 1962.

When the Common 
M arket's trade plans are fully de-J 
veloped, it will ^h? comparable to 
the United States; that is. there 
will be no trade barriers between 
members of the Common Market, 
just as there arc no trade barriers 
between Missouri and any of the 
other 49 states. But the Common 
Market, just like the United States, 
will have tariff barriers to non - 
members.

or lower tariffs between the Com­ 
mon Market and the United States. 
This proposal will get intensive 
study before it comes up for en­ 
actment. Consideration must be I 
given the adverse as well as fav­ 
orable aspects of tariff cutting. We 
must weight many I actors: Trade 
La a two - way street — we must 
buy from other nations so they 
may m turn buy from us; while 
some of our industry will be hurt, 
we must also recognize that some 
of our industries depend on flour­ 
ishing foreign trade. President Ken­ 
nedy recognizes the adverse ef­ 
fects aud offers a program to pro­ 


vide adjustment assistance to work­ 
ers, firms and industries which 
would be hurt by increased im­ 
ports. This is a vital part of the 
proposal. Properly handled, it could 
lead to an even sounder economic 
base for our industry than we 
have at the present tune, when 
some businesses depend on the sub­ 
sidy of tariffs to compete. This 
m atter in all its phases will have 
my deepest attention during the 
weeks ahead.

Illinois Lien and Recovery 
The Illinois Legislature has pass­ 
ed and Governor Kemer has sign­ 
ed a lien and recovery bill which. 
it is believed, will add $20,000,000 
a year in state revenue by plug­ 
ging loopholes in the old age pen­ 
sion laws. 
Missouri has tried for years to 
adopt such a law. The latest at­ 
tempt was made this year, but 
such a hue and cry arosee through­ 
out the state and opposition in Jef­ 
ferson City 
appeared so 
insur­ 
mountable the sponsor withdrew 
his proposal. 
Over the years state legislators 
have built old age pensioners in 
Missouri into a favored class by 
pension laws so lenient they have 
attracted almost 122.000 “clients.” 
Only three stats have more, yet 
Missouri’s population is far down 
the national list. 
Illnois, for instance, with three 
times Missouri’s population, has 
only about 80.000 old age pension­ 
ers. 
The Illinois law permits the state 
to file a claim to any property own­ 
ed by a pensioner at the time the 
payments start. Upon his death, the 
state may recover funds paid to 
him during his lifetime. Without 
the law, relatives and heirs sim­ 
ply recorded a pensioner’s proper­ 
ty under joint title 
and before 
death make a property transfer. 
11 moi* has been rcovering early 
about $1,000,000 a year from estat­ 
es of old - age recipients. Mis­ 
souri, it is estimated, would save 
between $8,000,000 and $10,000,000 
a year. The law is on the statute 
book of 33 states. 
With such a law. Missouri's pen­ 
sion rolls would be drastically re­ 
duced, and needy- recipients get 
better allotments. Too many pen­ 
sioner on the rolls ought to be 
supported bv relatives who would 
never accept yieir repsonsibility if 
the threat of a property loss hung 
over their heads.
